PROPOSITIONS FOR SETTLEMENT, 

He himself offered to close out his May con- 
tracts at 79 cents if he could raise the money, 
but could not pledge himself so to da until he 
knew just how he stood, a fact impessible to 
be immediately ascertained in the 
present involved condition of his 
affairs. This proposition did not meet with 
favor, and after some discussién the 
creditors represented agreed to aceept 79lec 
on May and June contracts, 7e on July, and 
76060 on August contracts. There were no 
very heavy creditors, but nearly every firm 
doing business on the floor was involved to a 
greater or less extent. Fraley was unprepared 
to say whether or not he would accept 
the terms offered. He stated that he did not 
yet know where he was, and must have time 
to ascertain his position before accepting or 
declining any proposition.

NO LIVES LOST, 


The Historic Village of Prophetstown, III., 
Struck by a Cyclone, 


BURLINGTON, Io., April 8.—A report reached 
this city last evening thatthe city of Prophets- 
town, III., had been wiped out of existence 
by acyclone. The report was to the effect 
that the houses had been demolished, twenty 
freight cars broken into atoms and many 
people killed and wounded. Efforts were 
made to gather further particulars but no ad- 
ditional information could be secured on 
account ofthe wires being down. Prophets- 
town isasmall town with about 800 inhabit- 
ants, on the Clinton and Fulton Branch of the 
OC. B. & Q. road about forty miles from Fulton. 


Meager Details. 


CHICAGO, III., April 8.—Both the Western 
Union and the railway wires tothe village of 
Prophetstown, in which fifty people are re- 
ported to have been kilied by a eyclone, are 


prostrated. At the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Railroad, however, a brief dispatch 
was received before the wires went down, 
which said that the town had been visited by 
a severe wind storm which cafried the station 
at that point from its foundation and wrecked 
a grain elevator and several houses. The 
dispatch said nothing about there being any 
loss of life. 

The reported loss of life at Prophetstown is 
unfounded. A dispatch just received by the 
General Superintendent of the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy Railroad from the railroad 
agent at Prophetstown Is as follows: 

A cyclone struck Prophetstown about 7 
o'clock last evening, slewing the depot from 
its foundation, blowing off half the roof and 
breakin the windows. The elevator 
was lown down and rests on 
the side track. A string of cars blew 
out from the siding onto the main track 
about three miles from here with brakes set. 
Quite anumber of bulidings were blown down 
in the village and a number of persons hurt. 
With the exception of one stock train delayed 
all others are on time.’’ 

Prophetstown is one of the most historic 
villages in Illinois. Situated on Rock River 
in Whiteside County, about a score of miles 
from the spot where it empties into the Mis- 
sissippi River, it has been in existence as an 
Indian village as far back as the traditions of 
the Northwest extend. During the dark and 
bloody days when Gen. Whitesides, for whom

savages, Prophetstown was a small Indian 
village and it is related that the soldiers 
burned the wigwams and looted the village 
though the Indians who had occupied it ha 
hitherto been on friendly terms with the 
whites.

known, having made the village bis head- 
quarters. When the country was finally at 
poses and began to develop under the whites 
ophetstown became a town of considerable 
importance, but has never attained any great 
opulation. It now has probably 1, 000 inhab- 
tants, but not being a county seat has no 
particular commercial importance.

HEN the news was 

received thatthe Chi- 

cago Board of Trade 

would cease sending 

out official quotations 

April 1 it was the 

opinion of some that 

the St. Louis market 

would be injured and 

that the lack of the 

accustomed informa- 

tlon would have a 

tendency to render 

trading less active. 

Others believed that 

the effect would be ex- 

actly the contrary; 

that pit trading would 

N be stimulated; that 

the St. Louis market would attain an 

importance far beyond that which 

it possessed before this action was taken, and 

that the move on the part of Chicago would be 
highly beneficial. 

AFTER A WEEK’S EXPERIENCE 

this latter view of the matter is now the 

general one, for the reason that the pit trad- 

ing has not been so active in many months as 

at the present time. From the first day St. 

Louis has taken the lead in the markets of the 

country and has given the tone which all have 

adopted. As is well known, St. Louis has 

the reputation of being nearly invariably a 

bear market. Accordingty when reports 

were received from many parts of the country 

of injuries to the growing wheat, it was ex- 

pected that there would be a heavy decline, 

and other .markets went down in sympathy 

with the anticipated action of St. Louis. To 


the surprise of every one the market, instead 
of falling, manifested a strong bullish ten- 
dency, othér exchanges fell into lino and the 
consequence was a strong market all over the 
country, owing entirely to theaction of St. 
Louls 

LEADING THE COUNTRY. 

This occurred several times last week, but 
was still more marked this morning, when 
the markets all overthe country advanced in 
response tothe impetus given by this city- 
The exchatiges that formerly looked to Chi. 
cago are mow taking their tone from St. 
Louis and a large number of letters have been 
received stating that arrangements had been 
made for substituting the St, Louis reports 
for those from the Lake City. A marked in- 
crease in the orders in the 
hands of comm ission men and 
broxers bas been observed. New York, 
which formerly did nearly all of trading in 
Chicago, to-day sent buying orders to this 
city, and telegrams were received asking that 
arrangements be made for a permanent trans- 
fer of the business. Thesame condition of 
affairs prevails in Philadelphia and Baltimore, 
while; most significantof ali, a great acces- 
sion of ‘trade from Chicago itself has made 
Itselt manifest. 

A JUBILANT PIT. 

The Western Union Co. is making every ef- 
fort to supply the greatly increased de- 
mand for St. Louis quotations, and is lying 
an excellent service. Letters have been re- 
ceived from all quarters of the country asking 
that continuous quotations be sent the open 
boards of trade, to be .posted in place of 
those formerly received trom Uhicago. The 
pit-traders are jubilant, as the only element 
that was formerly lacking to make this mar- 
market one of the trading ones in the 
country, activity, has been supplied, and will 
continue to increase. Chicagois not in the 
habit of bestowing favors on St. Louis, but in 
the present instance has conferred a benefit 
which should be held in grateful remem- 


brance.

MARTIN BECKER DEAD, 


One of the Oldest Railroad Men in the 


Country Dies at Irondale. 


In the little hamlet of Irendale, Mo.. 
yesterday, Martin Becker, one of the oldest 
locomotive engineers in the country, took out 
anewrun and made his lasttrip. He had 
reached the age of 78 years and was one of the 


ploneers of Michigan, baving in as far back as 
1836 brought one of the firat saw milis by boat 
and ox team into the State of Michigan, land- 
ing withinafew miles of the present city of 
Detroit. Atthe age of 19 he took out bis first 
run on the New York Central, and on that 
trip he took a wire screen and placed it over 
the smoke-stack to keep the sparks from the 
cab, and from this was evolved the present 
spark arrester. During the labor troubles of 76 
he waschairman of the Executive Commitee 
in charge of the Iron Mountain Rallway, at 
Carondelet and on one occasion prevented a 
riot of a mob who had collected to prevent 
the mall train from moving north. ‘Tne mob 
had determined to prevent the passage of all 
trains, and had stones and missiles, and 
obstructions on the track when Mr. Becker 
by simply addressing them prevented the riot. 

During the war he was running from 
Columbus, Ky., and was complimented sey- 
eral times for his bravery in the transporta- 
tion of troops and supplies tothefront. He 
was a life-long Mason, belonging to Zion 
Lodge at Detroit. He was quite a politician, 
and during the Cleveland and Thurman cam- 
paignin this city, although at an advanced 
age, took an active part. He has several 
sons and grandsons, who ere ali in the rail- 
road business. The fuuerai will take place 
to-morrow at Zo elock, from the residence of 
his son, M. L. Becker, 3136 Lafayette avenye.

THE TIN HORSEMEN. 


Judge Campbell’s Decision and Views on 
the Character of Their Offenses. 


The tin horsemen who have had their 
gambling devices returned to them are in 
great good humor to-day, but it is not im- 
probable that this will beof short duration. 
In returning them the police. acted 
on suggestions from Judge Camp- 
bell’s decision. His opinion, however, 


was simply based on the facts = in 
the pending cases. No proceedings to con- 
demn the 8 had been instituted, and 
the court had accordingly no right to retain 
possession or to destroy. Judge Campbell’s 
views seem to be very sound on this question. 
He bas held rom the first that 
the tin horse sets are simply 
gambling devices, on the mechanical 
principle of roulette, which is mentioned 
in the Johnson act and that the establish- 
ment of a game constitues a felnoy under 
that act. In the cases submitted to the court’s 
judgment this nas been the decision but for 
some reason the Grand-jury returned indicti- 
ments for misdemeauors. 
Inthe cases which went totrial the jury 
returned verdicts of not guilty 
instruction or limitation 
by the court, but on 
the defective case presented by the police. 
The evidence in these cases was simply thata 
detailed officer had played away a few 
cents to make his case. The law contem- 
plates that it must be established that games 
of chance are commonly aud frequently 
played at a certain place to establish its 
character as a gambling house. The failure 
of the prosecution to do this left no alterna- 
tive for the jury but to acquit, and no choice 
for the court but to return the property which 
had been held merely as evidence. 


A BUKGLAR AT THE BEDSIDE, 


Now Awaiting the Action of the State 


Grand-Jury. 


In the Court of Criminal Correction this 
morning Judge Campbell heard the evidence 
in the case against George Logan and held 
the defendant to the Grand-jury inthe sum 
of $1,000. In defaultof bail he was com- 
mitted. 

The charge against Logan was one of bur- 
giary in the second degree 
and larceny. On the night of 
March 7. t wo men entered the

J OHN DILLON’S VISIT. 


THE IRISH PATRIOT AND MARTYR VISIT- 
ING ST. LOUIS. 


A Highly successful Mission én Behalf of 
the Evicted Families— How Home Rule 
Is Regarded in Australia—An Expert’s 
Opinion on the British Political Situ- 
ation. 


John Dillon, the celebrated Irish home 
rule agitator and organizer, is the quest of Dr. 
Thomas O’Reilly at 1643 Washington avenue. 
He held an informal reception this morning 
and shook hands and exchanged reminiscen- 
ces with several old friends, including quite a 
number who knew him and his father in the 
old country. To a PosT-DISPATCH reporter 
Mr. Dillonsaid he was compelled to leave 
England in March of last year owing to 
a complete physical break-down. He was 80 
weak that totake part in the political war- 
fare, then exceptionaily severe, would have 
deen impossible, and a lengthy sea voyage 
was his physician’s prescription. He deeided 
to take advantage of the opportunity and to 
bring the cause of his suffering fellow coun- 
trymen before their cousins at the antipodes. 
He derived immense benefit from the voyage. 
and indeed the whole trip had proved so 
health- improving that he was now compara- 
tively strong. 

To this statement it may be added that Mr. 
Dillon looks remarkably well, much better 
than atany time since the troubles of 1882-3. 
Confinementin jailfor daring to dénounce 
what he knew to be wrong has left its mark 
on the outspoken patriot, whose hair is tinged 
with gray, but otherwise he carries his years 


well. Toa question as to how he was received 
in Australia, Mr. Dillon replied: 

Everywhere the cause 1 have at heart was 
popular and the question at issue was much 
better anderstood than I had been led to ex- 
pect. I made hosts of friends and met many 
whose faces were familiartome. Money was 
forthcoming and I collected enough to relieve 
the sufferings of hundreds who have no 
homes, thanks to the action of landowners, 
whoare able to boast of having depopulated 
whole tracts of country. I had nothing to do 
with the amount of loyal feeling on the 
part of the colonists to the home 
country, but some of the remarks made to me 
and in my presence led me to the conclusion 
that the way the Irish are being treated is 
causing a distinct independence party to 
grow up. 

THE SITUATION AT HOME. 

1 do not lecture in St. Louis, and must 
leave the first thing In the morning for New 
York and London. I have been away long 
enough and want to get back to the fray.

Hundreds of 
tenants have been aided, and the landlords 
have got so frightened at the prospect of 
more pecuniary lose that they are more than 
ever anxious to sell. 

Mr. Dillon arrived from Lincoln, Neb., yes- 
terday evening and leaves in the morning for 
New York. He will sail on Saturday via the 
German Lloyd line.

In that unique bit of legal pleading by 
which Judge BARCLAY was induced to take 
extraordinary means to delay proceedings 
against School Directors guilty of violat- 
ing the law, Mr. Estes said: 

„My clients are ambitious young men, and 
they feel keenly the disgrace of being ousted 
from their office as School Directors, which 
is an office without pay, but one of great 
honor and distinctiony It will be a great hard- 
ship to these young men to be ousted; singled 
out as it were. 

Thisis very fine and pathetic appar- 
ently, but when one considers that these 
“ambitious young men“ have sacrificed 
the honor and distinction of their offices 
by descending to fraudulent and dishon- 
orable means to get them and that the 
only hardship they will suffer is the loss 
of something to which they are not en- 
titled, it becomes ridiculous.

BEEF MONOPOLY. 


The outrageous falsehoods told by wit- 
nesses for the Chicago ‘‘Big Four“ beef 
combine, about their profits, have been 
exposed since the Vest Committee left by 
the operations of the English syndicate 
which bought out HAMMOND & Co. By 
expert examinations of the books of the 
firm for three years past, the syndicate 
proved net earnings for the firm of 
$1,861,941 in that time from a plant valued 
at $715,667, capitalized at $2,475,000. On 
this showing securities of the new com- 
pany to the amount of $6,400,000 were 
readily takenin London. The denials of 
the members of the combine that there 
was any combination among them or any 
monopoly arrangement among them- 
selves or with transportation companies, 
were also exposed as falsehoods by the 
London advertisements, which set forth 
some of the valuable assets in this signifi- 
cant language: 

There are various contracts connected with 
the businesses ag going concerns which from 
the nature of the business it might be inju- 
dicious to publish. 

The Chicago Tribune is trying to break 
the force of this exposure by contending 
that the profit shown by the books of $2.10 
each on cattle slaughtered, 47 cents each 
on hogs and 23 cents each on sheep is only 
a little too high, and is made by econom- 
ical utilization of offal. On this theory 
the Tribune proceeds to hold the retail 
butchers alone responsible for the great 
difference between the price of cattle and 
the price of roasts and steaks. 

The consumers of the beef and the pro- 
ducers of thé cattle both know very well 
that such a difference never was main- 
tained for any length of time till the Big 
Four had secured almost entire control of 
the beef business. The revelations of 
those London advertisements cannot be 
gainsaid, and they show very clearly 


where the shoe pinches.

THE SUPREME COURT CONSIDERS TRE. 
WRITS AGAINST SCHOOL DIRECTORS. 


—— b — — 


Arguments Made and the Applications 
Taken Under Advisement Until April 28 
—Mr. Given Campbell Advocates an 
Early Settlement—The Board Meeting 
To-Night—Report in Favor of Seating 
Standing. 

By Telegraph to the Post-Dierarou. . 

JEFFERSON Crrr, Mo., April 8.—The cases 

against St. Louis School Board Directors 
Miller and Macklin were taken up in the 
Supreme Court to-day,and after demurrere had 
been filed, Mr. Given Campbeil addressed the 
court on the importance of immediate action. 
He explained the confusion now pending in 
the public schools of St. Louls, as a 
result of the Schoo! Board muddie. F. M. 
Estes, who represents School Director Mack- 
lin, also urged the importance of an im- 
mediate hearing. He and Mr. Campbell 
agreed that the point at issue was the consti- 
tutionality of the Drabelie law. The Court 
then agreed to take the matter up im- 
mediately, and the attorneys were in- 
structed to proceed with their argu- 
ments. Mr. Campbell at once filed a 
motion to dismiss the writ of prohibition 
awarded by Judge Barclay in Chambers 
against the St. Louis Court of Appeals. Mr. 
Estes asked for five days’ time in which to 
file briefs. The preliminaries being over, the 
attorneys proceeded to argue the case, con- 
fining themselves to the constitutionality of 
the law. Itis not likely that a decision will 
be rendered before the 28th inst. 


The case of the reepondent in the case of the 
State of Missouri, relator, against Charles F. 
Miller, respondent, was argued to-day in the 
Supreme Court at Jefferaon City. The case is 
that of the attack by certain members of the 
Board of Public Schools upon the constitu- 
tionality of the Drabelle act. The brief opens 
by stating that: This matter comes before the 
court upon a demurrerto the return of the 
respondent, and the sole question for the con- 
sideration of the court isthe constitutionality 
of the act approved March 30, 1887, entitled 
An Act fixing the number of directors of 
public shool boards in certain cities, and pro- 
viding for election of such directors, and for 
districting said cities therefor.’’ 

The grounds upon whieb it is urged by re- 
lator that the act is unconstitutional are set 
forth in the information: Because it con- 
tains more than one subject. Because it 
undertakes to alter an existing charter of the 
corporation known as the President and 
Board of Directors of the St. Louis Public 
Schools, which said corporation is located 
and limited to the city of St. Louis, and no 
notice of such intended amendment was given. 

Because it is a local and special law, and 
undertakes to amend, renew and extend the 
charter ofan existing corporation. Because 
parsley is applicable only tothe city of St. 

uls.’’ 


At the threshold of this brief we state the 
rule as absolute that the court will not de- 
clare the act unconstitutional unless Its con- 
stitutionality is clearly and certainly made to 
appear. 

Also the fact ought not to be overlooked, 
that this act of March 30, 1887, was passed 
upon and held constitutional by the Circuit 
Court of the City of St, ulis. 

The first ground suggested by the return is 
that the subject of suid act is not clearly ex- 
pressed in the title, and that it contains more 
than one subject, 

This objection is not valid. 

The title to the act fully meets the require- 
ment of the constitution. There is but one 
subject mentioned in the titie and but one 
subject treated in the pee of the act, and the 
subject of the act is clearly stated in the title. 

The claim that the act undertakes to repeal, 
change, modify, and affect, and amend the 
charter of the School Board, while the title 
gives no notice of any such purpose, is with- 
out support in law. 

IT IS STILL URGED 

that the act is a local act—a special law, and 
undertakes to regulate the affairs of certain 
cities and school districts; that it is only ap- 
plicable to St. Louis; that it undertakes to 
provide for the opening and conducting of 
elections, and the fixing and changing of the 
places of voting. The act is not a local act. 
The language of the first section, in all 
cities now having or hereafter attaining a 
population of 300,000 inhabitants, meets the 
test—and there is nothing in the remainder of 
the act to alter this clear view of the case. 

The act does not attempt to regulate the 
affairs of any city or schoo! district, nor does 
it alter or change the line of any school dis- 
trict. 

The fair and clear import of the act was to 
provide for the number, qualifications and 
election of school directors in cities haviog a 
population of 300,000 Inhabitants. It apper- 
tains wholly to schools. 

It does not interfere with the business man- 
agement nor the business transactions of 
school boards. It does not attempt to change 
the lines of the school districts, for there is 
only one school district dealt with. 

The position may be taken by relator that 
the legisiature had no power to impose upon 
the Circult Court the duty of dividing the city 
into districts. 

THE OBVIOUS ANSWER 
to this objection is, that the Legislature has 
imposed this duty on the Circuit Court, and 
that court inthe city of St. Louis bas, upon 
the trial ofa cause involving that very ques- 
tion, solemnly decided to acquiesce, and has 
performed the duty imposed by the law and 
that isthe end of it. The State cannot com- 
lain. 

* In conclusion, we would respectfully ask 
the court, in view of the great public interests 
involved in this case, thatthe matter be con- 
sidered by the court by preference, and that 
there be judgment dismissing the proceeding 
against the respondent.

The Meeting To-Night. 


The School Board will meet to-night. The 
principal matter which willcome up for con- 
sideration will be the report of the Oontest 
Committee on the Kelly-Standing contest. 


The committee met last night, Directors 
Bosley, Bartholdt, Macklin, Rogers and 
Reimler being in attendance. The ballots in 
the boxes used at Precincts Nos. 126 and 127 
were turned over to Mr. Wiesehabn, the writ- 
ing expert, to determine whether the 
scratching and writing on agreat number 
of them had not been done b the 
same person. The time allowe him 
to form an opinion was, he said, too short, 
and he refused to make a report unless given 
more time to continue his investigation. The 
committee concluded, however, that the ex- 
pert’s testimony was not necessary to estab- 
lish the fact thatfraud had been committed, 
and after considerable discussion it was de- 
cided to report in fayor of throwing out the 
entire vote In Precinct No. 126. This leaves 
Dr. Standing with a majority of 45, and it is 
said to be the intention of the Aulerities to 
declare that he is entitled to represent the 
Tenth District in the board.

THE FIGHT ON THE BOBTAILS. 


The Railroad Companies Believéd to Be 
Weakening—The Boycotters’ Demands. 


This morning the cars on both the Belle- 
fonteine and Union lines made poor time on 
the down-town trips owing to the increased 
number of refusals to drop nickels in the fare 
boxes. When the boycott of the bob- 
talls commenced the general public was 
about evenly divided, about half the 
casual passengers siding with the reform- 


ers while the remainder regarded the whole 
business with indifference and continued to 
obey the printed directions. As the fight con- 
tinues the number of allies increases and now 
the drivers have to collect a large majority 
of the fares. This morning a car on the 
Union Line was delayed several minutes ow- 
ing to the refusal of a passenger to pay at all. 
His action was condemned by two fellow 
passengers who are leaders of the movement 
against ancient and inconvenient methods of 
locomotion, and finally one of these gentie- 
men paid the obstructionist’s fare for him. 

The companies are anxious to compromise, 
and promise to change the motor power aud 
r on larger cars as soon as possibie.’’ 

his is, however, entirely too indefinite for 
the agitators, who replied to overtures made 
this morning and yesterday substantially as 
follows: 

„We will abandon our present attitude if 
you will agree to keep up with the times so 
far as street travel iaconcerned. You must 
agree to change the motive power by a specific 
date, and in the meantime put on a few 
double-ended cars during the heavy travel 
morning and evening, This would obviate 
the necessity of selling your cars at a loss and 
putting in a new equipment.’’ 

A LEGAL QUESTION, 

Pending an answer tothis ultimatum the 
legal members of the association are discuss- 
ing the question whether a bobtall caris not 
an illegal or at least an unlegalized yehicle. 
The charter under whichthe Municipal As- 
sembly grants franchises hasno mention of 
these vehicles nor do any ofthe company’s 
charters either allude to or sanction them. 
What right then have they on they streets at 
all? The question has been brought to the 
front by the recent decision inthe Indlanap- 
olls courts that, so tar as that city is con- 
cerned, the bobtail car is clearly an 
illegal vehicle. The Municipal Assembly 
of Indianapolis having passed an ordinance 
similar to the one on whose mysterious death 
the Post DISPATCH has frequently commented, 
the railroad companies ignored it, and con- 
tinued their bobtall service as before. On the 
aid of the courts being asked to enforce the 
ordinance, it was held that the measure was 
to a great extent surperfiuous, asthe bobtails 
had no right onthe streets anyhow. It is be- 
lieved that the charters are identically worded 
in the two cities, and copies of those under 
which the Indianapolis roads are operated 
have been sent for.

Party service, suffering for the 
cause, will count for naught: They want to 
win, and the men who can show them the best 
chances will secure the nomination. No 
doubt this will be the policy of the com- 
mittee, but there is going to de a complica- 
tion of influences before the campaign is 
over. The candidates are Patrick Dinalley, 
John I. Martin, E. J. White, John J. O'Neil 
and Charlies D. McLure. 

Patrick Donalley stands for himself. He is a 
candidate who has a record in the Demo- 
cratic party, and he is not desirous of putting 
himself up asa sacrifice. He wants the office 
and he thinks he can get it, because he be- 
lieves he can swing the Irish vote of the dis- 
trict, at least, that is what his friends are 
Saying. But the Irish and German votes in 
that district are nearly equal, the latter 
slightly exceeding the former.

dor Years, but Would Not Reveal Her 

' Whereabouts—A. W. Spilker Secures a 
Divorce—Made His Wife Step Lively— 
What Is in a Mispelled Name— Notes. 


Frank E. Richey, representing onristian 


Jacobs, flled a petition for divorce this morn- 


ing against Caroline Jacobs, alias Kate Bruno, 
and revealed the history of 1 
strange married life. Christian Jacobs 
was married in this city in 1862, 
andjhad two children, a boy and agirl,when 
his wife died about 1869. He married again 
December 17, 1882, and not doing well in this 
city moved to Jefferson County, Mo., with his 
wife and entered into partnership with her 
brother. The business was unprofitable and 
he returned to st. Louis ina few years, leav- 
ing his wife at her home in Jefferson County. 
On his return to this city he went to work 
for August Bollman, the brick-maker, 
who secured a $3,000 judgment against Martin 
Neiser a few days ago. 
first quarter’s pay he went to Jefferson County 
to get his wife and give her a home here. 
was told his wife had gone away, no one 
knew where but it wae thought she was in st. 
Louis. He returned and began a vigorous 
search for her, but could find no trace of her. 
In 1882 he heard she was dead. He had been 
living with Mr. Bollman and family all this 
time and is still living there, his son and 
Gavghter having become of age and 
found homes for themselves. On the 
evening of April 1 last young Jacobs, the son, 
while at a party met an old lady who said she 
knew him when he was a baby, and also knew 
his mother, who was dead, and his step- 
mother, whom, she remarked, was 
still living. Jacobs questioned her 
and learned that his stepmother was a 
nurse at the Good Samaritan Hospital on Jef- 
ferson avenue and Dayton street. 

HE LEFT THE PARTY, 
and returning home to his father told him 
what,be had heard. A messenger boy was 
sent out with a letter -inquiring If a 
lady was employed in the hos- 
pital named Jacobs. The boy returned 
with a note saying there was not. The next 
day Mrs. Bollman went to the hospital, and 
from a photograph Mr. Jacobs had recog- 
nized aladyin the hospital who went by the 
name of Kate Bruno. She admitted that she 
was Mrs. Jacovs and had been living 
in this an assumed 
name fourteen years. 
She said she did not live with her husband 
and would not. She was aware of his where- 
abouts all the time and said she knew he was 
looking for her. For years he lived on Eigh- 
teénth and 0 Fallon street, only six blocks 
trom the hospital, but thought she was dead. 
She explains the story about her death 
in 1882 by saying her sister died in 1882 and the 
report went out that she had died. She never 
tried to rreet the rumor. Mr. Jacobs in his 
petition Alleges only desertion, stating his 
wife left him in 1876. 


AW. Spilker Gets a Dfvorce. 


Judge Dillon granted A. W. Spilker, the 
caterer,a divorce from Alice Spilker this morn- 
ing on condition that he would pay her an 
alimony due her up to April 7 


and $25 attorney’s fees. Mr. Spilker will 
giadly comply. In his petition for divorce he 
said his wife was constantly corresponding 
with men he did notknowand making en- 
gagements with them. He said further, she 
visited road-houses and would roll home 
early inthe morning in a cab under the in- 
fiuence of liquor. She filed countercharges 
and contesting thecase, butthe judge con- 
cluded the couple would be better apart. 


He Made It Lively.

The Cayuga Woolen Oo. Forced to Sus- 
pend—A Receiver Appointed.

SYRACUSE, N. Y., April 8.—The Cayuga 
Woolen Co. of Auburn isin the hands of a 
receiver, the embarrassment being caused by 
the failure of F. R. Townsend & Co., com- 
mission merchants of New York City, who 
handled the company’s product. John Dunn, 
Jr., of Syracuse, hag been appointed receiver. 
The company’s liabilities amount to $120,000 
of which $75,000 is due Townsend for advances, 
$25,000 due Erban Search & Co., of Phila- 
delphia for yarns and the othe $20,000 is 
for mill supplies. The assets have 
a nominal value of $135,000 and a real value of 
$80,000. They consist of machinery, manu- 
factured stock, goods in process of manu- 
facture and material. The machinery is worth 
$15,000, and of the manufactured goods $25,000 
in the hands of Townsend & Co., bringing 
the actual indebtedness tothat firm down to 
$50,000. The company was organized a year 
ago with acapital stock of $50,000, of which 
$30,000 is heid by members of the firm of 
Townsend & Co. The product was worsted 
cloth and the output last year amounted to 
$350,000. Receiver Dunn has been authorized 
to run the mill until the material on hand is 
manufactured.

Important Telegram From New York Re- 
ceived by the Secretary of the Mer- 
chants’ Kxchange—Obj-ctionable Feat - 
ures of the Bill—Opinions Concerning 
Ite Effecta on the Farmers and Com- 
mission Merchants. 


A telegram was received this morning by 
Secretary George H. Morgan of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, from President Parker of 
the New York Cotton Exchange, containing 
news that was generally regarded as highly 
detrimental to the interests not only of St, 
Louie, but to those of all farmers, and every 
Board of Trade in the country. The telegram 
stated that the Butterworth bill had been 
favorably reported to the Mouse of Repre- 
sentatives, and that unless something was 
Gone to stop it, that it would be very likely to 
become a law. 

THIS IN THE OPINION 
of the New Yorkers would amount to a prohl- 
bition of the continued existence of every 
Board of Trade inthe country. A large dele- 
gation will go to Washington from New York, 
and similar action was recommended to the 
St. Louis Merchants’ Exchange. The provi- 
sions ofthe Butterworth bill which are re- 
garded as particularly objectionable are those 
imposing a high license fee on all 
Gealers in contracts for future de- 
livery, and prohibiting them from \sell- 
ing anything not in their possession at the 
time that the contract ls made. The original 
bill placed the tax on each option dealer at 
$5,000 annually, and it was since amended 
to make this tax $10,000. If passed this 
would require every commission merchant 
and pit trader to pay this amount annually to 


the coliector of internal revenue, and would 
of itself be sufficient to drive out of existence 
nine-tenths of the exchanges of the country. 
The other provision, that in reference to 
sales of grain not at the time in the possession 
of the seller, is regarded as still more ob- 
jectionable.

change, when questioned asto the effect of 
the law said: ‘‘I believe that it la the most 
outrageous and iniquitous measure ever 
presented to Congress. It would not only put 
a stop to the operations 
all the Boards of Trade in the 1 
but would ruin the farmers. There is only 
one class that would be benefited by such a 
law, and that is those who wish to buy the 
products of the farmer at the lowest possible 
rate. Those who remember how matters were 
here twenty-fiye or thirtv years ago 
will realize what the effects of this 
law will be. The farmers used to 
bring their grain to the city in sacks, and 
stack it on the levee. ‘Lhe buyers would com- 
bine, offerthem lo cents a bushel for it, or 
some such inadequate price, and when it was 
rejected decline to purchase.

An Auditing Committee Will Begin the Ex- 
amination of the Books To- Morrow.

THE LIGHT WENT OUT. 


An Explosion Extinguished a Flame Which 
Had Been Burning Since 1811. 


The cable news yesterday contained the fol- 
lowing: ' 

LONDON, April7.—A fog signal prematurely 
exploded Saturday night atthe famous Bell 
Rock Lighthouse, off the east coast of Scot- 
land. The dome was shattered by the explo- 
sion, and the light was extinguished forthe 
first time since the light house was builtin 
1811. After the explosién a passing steamer 
had a narrow escape from being wrecked on 
the reef,owing to the absence of the light. She 
Was warned just in time by fog signals, and a 
disaster wus averted. 


The Bell Rock light-house lies twelve miles 
off the coast of Forfarshire, Scotland, and is 
hence fully exposed to the storms so frequent 
inthe German ocean. The rock is of cousid- 
erable extent, but o low thatthe base of the 
tower is sixteen feet under water during the 
epring tides. It was at first proposed to erect 


en stone tower of similar design to tBe Eddy- 


stone, but the original plans were varied and 
several costly improvements introduced. 
Most important of these was the abandonment 
of arched floors and making use of the 
solid floorsto bind the walls together. Mr. 
R. Stevenson vf Edinburgh made the first 
survey, and he was subsequently assisted by 
the advice of Mesers. Teiford and Rennie. 
The act autborizing the work was passed by 
Parliament in 1806 and the next three years 
were occupied in erecting the tower, the 
lighton which was firat exhibited in 1811. 
The tower weighs 2,076 tons.

SENT TO AN ASYLUM. 


THE SANITY OF HARRIET T. COFFIN PASSED 
UPON BY A JURY. 


The Cincinnati Heiress’ Passion for Kyrie 
Bellew, the Actor—Appearance of the 
Young Lady in Court—Her Statements 
to the Judge and Jury—Adjuadged In- 
sane by the Jury. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, April 8.—‘‘She is very quiet to- 
day and it’s because I have a strange man 
whom she thinks is a detective, with her. I 
guess she will be quiet while he is near. 

This is what‘Dr. Carpenter, Superintendent 
of the Long Island home at Amiryviile, L. I., 
said yesterday afternoon concerning his pa- 
tient, Miss Harriet T. Coffin, the young wom- 
an who tried to shoot the actor, Kyrie Bellew. 
Miss Coffin was brought to the Circuit 
Court, Brooklyn, yesterday by order of 
Judge Cullen, who was not willing 
that her sanity should be passed upon without 
ber presence. Her mother had applied for a 
commission to take charge of the $50,000 estate 
left by her grandfather, the late Judge Coffin 
of Cincinnati. Miss Coffin was dressed in a 
black suit, black bonnet, with feathers and a 
plush sacque. she appeared very nervous 
and her dark eyes rolled about with a vacant 
stare. Her mother, who kept close at her 


side, wss also extremely nervous. 

After Miss Coffin had been seated at a table 
immediately in front of the bench, Judge Cul- 
len stepped down and leaning over the raHing 
talked to her. She opened and closed her eyes 
incessantly and seemed very much bewildered 
but her answers were prompt. 

MISS COFFIN EXAMINED. 

PDo you know the object of these proceed- 
ings, Miss Coffin?’’ asked the Judge. 

„J have not been informed, she answered. 

„It's to decide whether you aresane and 
capable of managing your own affairs,’’ said 
the Judge. Tou may tell the jury what you 
wish about yourself. 

She had directed her gaze at a little patch of 
blue sky visible through the side window aad 
seemed lost to all about her. 

The Judge asked her to look at him and 
said: ‘‘How long have you been at Amity- 
ville?’’ 

About a year.’’ 

Are you satisfied to remain in the asylum?’’ 

„No, I wish to be acquittea or discharged. 

Po you know what you were charged with 
atthe time of your committal? Do you re- 
memberthe difficulty between you and the 
actor, Kyrie Beliew?’’ 

„There was a good deal of gossip in the 
papers about the matter?“ 

„Where were you before being at the asy- 
lum?’’ 

„1 bad been in New York City for two 
years.’’ 

„What was there in this Bellew matter?’’ 

„There was some sentiment about it’’ 

„Have you heard anything: about Bellew 
since you were locked up?’’ 

‘*] believe there has been little said about it 
since then. I bave not corresponded with 
Bim.“ N 

Did you know this man?“ 

„„I have seen him, butI did not know him 
to speak to him. She gave her birthplace 
as Ohlo. She had been, she said, for six 
weeks in the Middletown Asylum before going 
to Amityville. 

DIDN’T KNOW BELLEW. 

She was then questioned by Lawyer Court- 
ney. She told him that she did not know 
Bellew personally. Sue had seen him once at 
the staye door. 

„What took place?’’ asked the lawyer. 

„IJ bumped against him. Idon’t remember 
which theater it was. While in New YorkI 
lived at the Park Avenue Hotel and Fifth 
Avenue Hotel.“ 

Did you ever see Bellew in Boston?’’ 

es; Isaw him on the stage there 

Did you go to Boston to see him?’’ 

Not entirely so. I wanted to see him act. 
I also went to see some friends in Boston. 
Nothing took place between myself and Mr.

Miss Coffin told Judge Cullen that she had 
never used violence toward her mother, but 
had talked loud to her. There had never been 
any talk abouta pistol. Sometimes she had 
been very angry with her mother. It was 
about money matters and her ‘‘abduction.’’ 

„J have dropped the Bellew matter alto- 
gether, shesald. 1 consider bim a very 
good actor. 

Miss Annie Day of the Long Island Home 
testified that Mise Cofn was very violent at 
times. She used vile language and threw the 
things at the witness. Twiceshe had broken 
the doors. She accused witness of being un ;- 
kind to her. She struck her mother twice. 

Dr. Carpenter testified that Miss Coffin had 
struck him twice. He had seen her strike her 
mother on the head and call her vile names. 
She jammed a lead pencil in the eye of Mr. 
Williams when he had ber out for a drive. 
She frequently spoke of Bellew. She said she 
tried to ahoot him. Judge Cullen asked what 
vile language Miss Coffin used in speaking of 
Bellew, but Dr. Carpenter begged to be ex- 
cused frour repeating the same. The Judge 
insisted that the jury should know. The 
woman’s words were repeated. She was 
asked by the Judge it she wished to reply. 


She said: 

**I may have done wrong. I did intend to 
use the lead’ peucll. I was wondering ifthe 
man bad taken afency to me and had fallen 
in love With me. I wanted to scrateh him 
with the pencil.’’ 

.Toajuror she said she was under no re- 
straint in answering the questions. Judge 
Cullen then sent the jury out to decide upon 
her case. Alter an absence of an hour ebe 
was declared insane. The Judge directed 
that she be returned to the asylum and said 
he would name the commission to take 
charge of her estate next week. She was not 
in the courtroom when the verdict was — 
dered but in an ante room.

FULFILLED HIS OATH. 


The Secretary of the Suicide Club Kills Him- 
self. 


By Teilegravh to the POST-DISPATCH. 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., April 8. Wendell Baum, 
the Secretary of that unique organization, 
the Bridgeport Suicide Ciub, has fulfilled the 
membership agreement by killing himself. 
The history of this astonishing society is one 
of intense interest to the student of morbid 
psychology. Four years ago five citizens of 
Bridgeport, all Germans, met one day when 
all were rather low spirited and half in jest 
organized the Suicide Club, The agreement was 


that one member oftheclub should end his 
life that year, one the next and so on until all 
were zone. This agreement bas thus far been 
faithfully kept. When the annual meeting 
was held in January there were only two 
members to attend it, the Secretary and Presi- 
dent. It was proposed at this meeting by the 
Secretary that the President should make 
% e himself during the year, and 
the President thatthe Secretary do so like - 
wise. There being no better way to settle 
the question it was mutally decided that the 
polls be held open untila new member was 
pny and initiated. A letter carrier named 
ayby talked seriously of becom- 
ing a member, and the President and 
the Secretary had great hopes of him until one 
morning it was learned that he had commit- 
ted suicide without first joining the elub. He 
carried, however, a handsome silk umbrella, 
which he bequeathed tothe Secretary of the 
club, Wendell Baum. But the longer Baum 
carried the umbrella the more unhappy he 
became, and when his friends tried to cheer 
himuphe said: ‘‘A cloud hangs over me. 
I am doomed.’’ 

Finally he sold his property, turned the 
money over to his wife and gave the umbrella 
into the charge of a friend, directing that it be 
sent to the Presidentoftheclub. He then cut 
his throat. The President of the club is now 
the only member left, and another year will 
show if he keeps his oath.

THE HATCH MURDER, 


A Young Man on Trial for the Alleged Kill- 
ing of His Uncle,

DENVER, Colo., April 8.—The trial of O. W. 
Hatch, charged with the murder of his uncle, 
Peter Hatch, was called in the District Court 
Colorado Springs yesterday morning. 
Clark W. Hatch of the Travelers Insurance 
Co., Boston, was arrested in Denver, October 
25 last, by the sheriff of Kit Carson County, 
Colo., upon an indictmeat charg- 
ing him with the murder of Henry 
Hatch, his uncle, near Burlipgton, 
Colo., on the night of ages 27, 1889. Shortly 
after the murder C. W. Hatch was arrested in 
Birmingham, Mich., returned to Burlington 
and stood preliminary trial, on which be was 
acquitted. The Grand-jury, however, took 
up the case again last October, when Hatch 
again went West immediately to meet the 
charge. He was in Denver when the indict- 
ment was found and immediately telegraphed 
to Burlington for an officer to come there and 
take him in custody. Pending his arrival 
Hatch was placed in the Denver Jail. 
The uncle, who had settled on government 
land, was visited by the nephew, who spent 
an ‘evening with bim. Before leaving the 
nephew guve the uncle sufficient money to 
purchase a cow, horse and wagon. The 
transaction was prone, witnessed by some- 
body on the outside ofthe cabin. The uncie 
accompanied C. H. Hatch to the train that 
evening, and that was the last seen of him 
alive. He was murdered on the return trip to 
his cabjn.

“THE QUALITY OF MERCY. 


POLICE OFFICERS QUIETLY CRITICISE THE 
SECOND DISTRICT COURT GRADE. 


They Say That Judge Anderson Lets one 


ers Off Without Sufficient Punishment 
Persons Offending Against Decency in 
Public Gatherings Should Suffer fer Their 
Misconduct—Cases Disposed Off by the 
Court. 


ORsome time com- 
plalnts have been 
common among 
the police of North 
St. Louis of what 
they term the ex- 
cessive leniency 
shown defendants 
in the Second Dis- 
trict Police Court. 
Complaints of this 
kind are not un- 
common among 
police officers, who 
are apt to consider acquittals in the light of a 
personal slight on the maker of the arrest. 
In fact it is often the case that after some 
policemen have arrested a man they regard 
his guilt as established. No extenuating oir- 
cumstauces are considered nor is their exist- 
ence regarded as probable. In this particular 
court justice is certainly tempered with 
mercy, and Judge Anderson has a habit of 
Roing more deeply into facts and causes than 
other less conscientious dispensers of the 
law. Insomeinstances he is probably im- 
posed on, and hence the complaints. 

The Judge is very kind-hearted and always 
liatens to a tale of suffering or an appeal for 
leniency. The latter is frequently successful, 
so much go that some of the police officers 
say it is a waste of time to arrest offenders. 
There is no ground for this excuse for neglect 
of duty, and although it may be possible that 
the Judge is oocasionally over lenient, a 
general charge of undue leniency would 
not hold against him. The offender must 
indeed be strone-hearted who after hearing 
the fatherly advice of Judge Anderson given 
in a kindly manner, and after taking ad- 
vantage of his clemency to go free without the 
payment of a fine, will the next day be up be- 
fore the court again for the same offense.

THE PROSPECTS OF RAILROAD BUILDING

Effect of RKussia’s Encroachment ov the 
Chinese Frontier—The Mandaranites 
Reluctantly Realize That They Must Be 
Up and Stirring—Enermous Advantage 
of the Trans-Siberian Rallway. 


NW York, April 8.—A Shanghai corre - 
spondent ofthe Herald writes as follows: 

Tne Imperial flat has gone forth blocking 
the prospects of Chang Chintung's rallway 
from the sacred city to the great emporium of 

e Yanetsze, famous alike for its velvets and 
its teas, Bankow. There has, in fact, been a 
regular volt face in the capital upon the rail- 
way question, which is, after all, the subject 
upon which we Western Barbarlans are 
most interested in China. But despite the 
signal failure of the ex-viceroy of the 
Kwang Provinces to get beyond the mere 
prospectus stage with his vast 
project for the constriction of agrand trunk 
line through the Metropolitan Province and 
Hunan to the Yangtsze, unless every one who 
knows anything about the subject is very 
much mistaken, within the current year we 
will see aserious;commencement made with 

» railways in China. It isnot, it must be re- 
membered, because the high authorities in 
the empire are in favorof sucha revolution 
asa widespread system of railroads would 
nesessarily bring about, or that their ideas 
have so far advanced that they wish to see 
their old modes of traveling by sedan chairs 
through two-foot paths and picturesque 
boats through winding creeks and channels 
superseded by the snorting steed of 
the Westerners. No, the general spirit 
of the Mandarinite Is just what it was a cen- 
tury ago, but in the same way as China has 
been driven to supplantits ancient fleets of 
unwieldy junks by ironclads and smart-look-

THE DIOCESE OF MlISSOURI. 


Arrangements forthe Episcopalian Council 
- Golden Jubilee. 


The Episcopal Convention, which will con- 
vene on the 27th of May in tne Cathedral, cor- 
ner of Locust and Thirteenth streets, will be 
a particularly interesting event in all Episco- 
pal circles, not only in this city, but through 
out the entire State. It will be the last time 
that all the clergymen in the diocese will meet 
together as one council.

As soon as this convention adjourns Bishop 
Tuttle will call a convention to meet at Kan- 
sas City, which will organize and elect a 
Bishop for that partof the State. It is pro- 
posed that this new diocese shall be called the 
See of Kansas City, and that this one, which 
Bishop Tuttle will preside over for this part 
of the State, will be known as the See of St. 
Lou ls. 

In addition to this convention of May 27a 
matter which will give increased interest to it 
is the fact that the time will bethe sem!i-cen- 
tennial or jubllee, which will be held com- 
memorative.of the fiftieth year since the Dio- 
cese of Missouri was established. The ocea- 
sion will be observed with fitting ceremonies 


and rejoicitigs and will doubtless attract many 
church people to the city.

THE RIVER INTERESTS, 


FIGHTING THE: FLOODS IN THE SOUTH— 
CONGRESSIONAL ACTION. 


Importance Attached to the Appropriation 
tor Improving the Missouri—A New Plau 
for Checking the Overfiow in the Flooded 
Section—The Best Materials for Stopping 
Breaks. 


N the outcome of the 
contest for appropria- 
tions for the improve- 
ment of the Missouri 

the advocates of a 

proper distribution of 
the appropriation to be 
made for the Missis- 
sipp! are greatly inter- 
ested. The tact that 
those who sought to 
~secure appropriations 
for the improvement ot. 
certain harbors were 
defeated, and thata lump appropriation for 
the entire river, to be expended according to 
the judgmentof the engineers in charge, was 
made, is regarded as most encouraging by the 
supporters ofagsimilar plan of operations on 
the larger stream, and a number of telegrams 
were received this morning from Washington, 
stating that it was regarded in that city that a 
most substantial victory had been won. 
Those whose main object is to secure a good 
channel from the mouth of the Missouri to 
the Gulf, and who are not seeking to have as 
large an amount of money as possible ex- 
pended in certain districts, irrespective of the 
necessity for it, are jubilant over the outcome 
of the Missouri River contest. 
STOPPING BREAKS IN LEVEES. 

The troubles along the Southern levees bave 
caused the matter of managing the high 
water to be very carefully studied by those 
who have suffered from or are threatened by 
an overflow, aud several experts have been 
employed to provide means for guarding 
against disaster. This morning Robert T. 
Matten of St. James Parish, La., arrived in 
the city. He has been engaged in engin- 
eering work on the Louisana and Mississippi 
levees, and has in his possession a copy 
ofa wap which bas been hastily sketched 
for the guidance of the pianters 
in case of emergency. During former 
floods, Mr. Matten said, we have fought 
the waters without any particular plan. 
Where a break inalevee was threatened, an 
attempt has been made by the adjacent land- 
owners to stop it with any material that might 
come to hand, irrespective of their applica- 
bility tothe purpose. The result has been 
that a great deal of work was often done with- 
out any appreciable effect. Clay was thrown 
upon the weak points, generally with 
ill success, as experience has proved 
that however good this material 
may de when laid dry and firmly packed, It is 
about the most in effectual substance for stop- 
ping a break when laid loose and constantly 
subjected to the action of water. 

TH BEST MATERIALS. 

At absolutely disappears and forms no pro- 
tection atall. I have seen agang of negroes 
throwing clay on a break in a levee, and the 
clay would liquefy almost as soon as it fell 
from the shovel. Inthe threatened districts 
we are prepared to meeta break better than 
ever before. Many of the planters 
have collected great piles of brush 
at points where the levee is 
likely to give way, and stones for 
ballast are at hang. Where it is possible,sand 
mixed with clay will be piled upon the brush. 
and from the experience that we bave already 
had we know that a crevasse can be stopped 
more easily with this material than with any- 
thing else. Behind the barrier so formed a 


— bank can be erected, which will stand 
rm. 


PROBABLY THE MOST EFFECTUAL 
means for meeting a sudden emergency that 
has yet been devised is to be found in the 
mapzthat has been drawn by engineers 
employed by the planters. The 
old fashion of fighting an 
overfiow at any point where it might occur 
very frequently did more harm, than good. 
Very often the points where an overflow is 
likely to take place are adjacent to lands on 
which the crops are of little value, as the 
likelihood of floods has prevented the plant 
ers from investing heavily. A break at such 
apointis to be desired rather than avoided, 
as a break acts as a safety valve and saves 
more valuable lands below. Ali these places 
have been carefully mapped out, and sbould 
the water come over the levee no attempt will 
be made to stop it. A large number of plant- 
ers have entered into an agreement to com- 
pensate the owners forthe loss sustained by 
this method of procedure, and already large 
savings have been mado in consequence. We 
are not able to fight the flood at all points 
and are therefore prepared to regulate and 
control it as far as possible. Not inirequentiy 
dykes have been cut, with the result of pre- 
venting disaster.
